Answering questions about the 
statement slowly and  deliber- 
ately, the Essex Scottish private 
dealt with each paragraph as it 
was raised. He gave his own 
version of what was said and 
drew attention to omissions, addi- 
tions. or changes of ‘wording 
which he claimed were made at 
some points. 

The statement was not reviewed 
in full but only where the defence 
contended it did not agree with 
the version of Capt. R. W. Spooner

parts of Canada. Indians on the reserve 
have no voice in elections, 

But while Indians on the reserve may 
not vote, they are subject to military ser- 
vice. On the other hand, there are Cana- 
dians who may vote, but need not defend 
the country. The descendants of persons 
of certain sects like the Mennonites and 
the Hutterites are exempt from military 
service 

The situation, then, is that while most 
Canadian citizens have certain rights and 
duties, some are underprivileged in being 
denied the right to vote while others are 
overprivileged in being exempt from milit- 
ary service. 

This confusing and iniquitous discrep- 
ancy does not make for adult and sover- 
eign nationhood. 

What this country needs is a common 
language, a high uniform educational sys- 
tem and, above all, one class of citizenship.

The fight against 
the Covenant of The League actu- 
ally began in March, while the 
peace conference at Paris was still 
in progress. The treaty was signed 
on June 28. Wilson landed at New 
York on July 8 The treaty went 
to the Senate on the following day

Wilson was brought back to the 
White House a paralytic. The fight 
was lost: the treaty rejected.

And so he seemed to 
fade out of the public eye—defeat- 
ed, broken, done 

The story, however, does not end 
there. Pueblo did not hear the last 
speech of the President. There was 
another speech, delivered im- 
promptu on Armistice Day, in 1923 
—delivered by a wraith of a man, 
black clad, the hand of death upon 
him Lut, withal, a man of good and 
cheery heart. For reasons which 
may have seemed quixotic in those 
days, but which are understandable 
a crowd of some 5,000 people 
gathered on November 11], 1923, in 
quiet S Street, Washington, and 
called for the former president. He 
appeared and spoke briefly. There 
was no bitterness, no feeling that

Wilson died on February 4, 1924 

Up to last May, the record ended 
with that Armistice Day appear- 
ance. But now there is another 
and welcome footnote to history 
On the day before he died, without 
reference to the previous conversa- 


tion, Wilson looked up from his 
pillow and said to his daughter 
Margaret: “It was right that the 
United States did not join the 


League of Nations 


Noticing the puzzled look in her 
eyes, he went on: “You think I'm 
raving, don't you? I'm not. But 


I've been thinking about this for a 
long time.” 

He paused and then went on 

“If we had joined the League 
when I asked for it, it would have 
been a’ great personal victory 
But it would not have worked, 
because deep down in their hearts 
the American people didn’t really 
believe in it. But the time will 
,come when this country will join 
such a league, because it will 
know that it has to be. And then 
and then only will it work.’ 

“You know,” he added, with a 
smile, “God really does know bet- 
ter than I.”
